No Projects To Be Launched. 

A memorial seeking to place respon- 
sibility. for benevolent collections en- 
tirely in the hands of laymen was

Hearty approval was given the me- 
Moria! asking that the Southern Meth- 
edist church definitely state its atti- 
tude toward war, that no blessing be 
bestowed upon war, and that Meth- 
odists will refuse to engage in any 
war save for defense. 

Widespread popular interest is 
manifested in Southern Methodism's 
tobacco law, as enacted in 1914. The 
law stipulates that all men admitted 
on trial in the Southern Methodist 
itinerancy before being received since 
that date must take a vow to abstain 
from the use of tobacco. The pro- 
posal for repeal was urged that young 

men be admonished to abstain from 
the tobacco habit. This memorial was 
definitely tabled by a vigorous vote. 
Proponents for the repeal argue that 
the law is unfair, that it is not being 
enforced, and that many men violate 
their vows. 

Some 20 memorials to the general 
conference were submitted, a larger 
number coming from the Marietta dis- 
trict than from any other district.

Let me give you an 
example; if a child is so incapacitated, 
because of infantile paralysis or ac- 
cident or some other cause, that the 
child is unable to get about, take care

Jobs on Government

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24. 
Federal efforts to provide work for 
the jobless through this winter moved 
ahead today, along with reorganiza- 
tion of NRA headquarters forces to 
strengthen code enforcement. 

The civil works and public works 
administration announced grants of 
millions to the states, counties and 
cities for projects designed to put 
thousands to earning. Plans were laid 
to employ 500,000 on federal projects. 

The commerce department entered 
directly into the work-giving program 
through an announcement by Bugene 
I. Vidal, direetor of aeronautics, that 
$10. had been allotted his 
agency hy the CWA for landing fields 
in 2,000 cities and towns. 

He estimated 50,000 men would be 
employed in constructing the fields 
and * $8,000,000 of the fund would 
go to labor, setting approximately 
$5,000 as the cost per field, of which 
he said only $630 would be needed 
tor materials. 

Kighty-seven projects submitted to 
the public works administration by 
state, city and county officials were 
referred to the civil works unit today. 

Each will be referred to state civil 
works administrations for approval, 
Director Hopkins said, if they are 
found to be of the type that enn be 
operated under the plan. 

Hopkins announced that six federal

“Such huge receipts would make 
necessary careful government plan- 
ning of our industrial production,” 
he said, “It is interesting to note 
that the program which makes agri- 
cultural planning less necessary makes 
industrial planning more w. 

“A truly scientific readjustment of 
our tariff policy would involve the 
careful examination of every product 
produeed in the United States — im- 
ported, and the determination of just 
which of our monopolistic or ineffici- 
ent industries we are w to ex- 
pose to real foreign competition.” 

The problem, Wallace commented, 
could not be approached from the 
viewpoint of democrats or republicans, 
but from the standpoint of a long- 
time national plan which the country 
was willing to follow for at least 20 
or 30 years. 

“Obviously, the doctrine of differ- 
ences in cost of production at home 
and abroad had little to do with work- 
ing out this program in a soun 
way,” said Wallace. 

Increase Foreign Buying. 

“The problem, in case we do not 
care to keep 50,000,000 acres of crop 
land out of use either by processing 
tax or — 8 purchase, is 
to increase foreign purchasing power 
by vastly greater imports of foreign 


goods. 

“In determining which goods to ac- 
cept, we must be willing to sacrifice 

a great many inefficient industries 
even though they are run by our 
friends, unless, of course, they are 
gravely needed in time of war.”

BRITAIN APPROVES 
ITALY'S ARMS IDEA 


LONDON, Nor. 
British government's approval of Ital- 
lan ideas on how the disarmament 
conference could be salvaged was an- 
nouneed today by Foreign Secretary 
Sir John Simon before the house of 
commons, 

Since Italy desires to put Premier 
Mussolini's feur-power western Eu- 
ropean peace pact to work, Sir John's 
statement was viewed in informed 
quarters as strengthening a possibility 
of eventual arms discussions by 
France, Germany, Italy and Britain 
in Rome, while the League of Na- 
tions machinery would temporarily be 
in abeyance.

She added 2 
tablespoons butter, 1-4 cup day-old 
bread crumbed, 2 tablespoons cream, 
1-3 eup coarsely chopped celery, some 
salt, pepper and a few drops of onion 
juice. This was stuffed into the body 
cavity of the turkey.

HOOVER REBUKED 


In a dramatie finale to his story of 
a bankers’ conspiracy to drive him 
out of the film and theater business 
four years ago, William Fox told sen- 
ate investigators today that President 
Hoover indirectly sought the aid of 
the Chase National bank to prevent 


a receivership and was told “to mind 
his own business.” 

The statement drew a denfal later 
from Albert H. Wiggin, then chair- 
man of the Chase bank, who informed 
a representative of the bank here by 
telephone the incident could exist 
only in Mr. Fox's imagination.” 

Wiggin’s statement was handed to 
newspapermen by Frederick W. Geh- 
le, a vice president and press repre- 
sentative of the bank, as Fox was 
narrating before a crowded hearing 
room his sensational story. 

To Hear Replies. 

After the witness finished, Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, committee counsel, prom- 
ised to hear anyone who wished to 
reply to the movie magnate next Mon- 


day. 

Asked if Hoover might appear, Pe- 
cora replied his statement included 
“everybody.” Chairman Fletcher said 
anyone who wished to testify should 
write the committee immediately. 

During the day, the committee also

Fox said Huston told him that he 
was advised by Wiggin to tell the 

resident to “please mind his own 
usiness and not to interfere with 
what the bankers were doing in New 
York.” 

Huston ‘told him further, Fox 
added, that Wiggin said the bankers 
could “take care of themselves and he 
resented Mr. Hoover's interference in 
this matter.”

Governor Talmadge was in- 
volved iu a long feud with Sutton dur- 
ing the governor’s administration as 
commissioner of agriculture, the bat- 
tle involving contro! of the veterinary 
department and its funds.

Georgia's troublesome milk market- 
ing agreement, shuttled back and forth 
between Washington and Atlanta for 
several months, Friday ‘appeared cer- 
tain of acceptance by all parties, fol- 
lowing action of a majority of Georgia 
producers in signing a new contract 
which has the tentative approval of 
the secrétary of agriculture. 

Signatures of the Georgia producers 
and distributors were placed in the 
mail Friday night, and it is expecied 
that the marketing agreement will be 


signed by the secretary of agriculture 
as soon as it is received by him. Sig- 
natures of Georgia producers who ap- 
proved the agreement but did not have 
full authority to sign will be obtained 
Monday at Macon. 

The meeting in Atlanta was held 
by a group of local dairymen who 
went to Washington to straighten out 
the tangle caused by inability of the 
various interests to get together on a 
scale of milk prices. The new agree- 
ment, which appears to have the most 
favorable chance of any yet submit- 
ted to obtain final ratification, calls 
for a minimgm retail price of 12 cents 
and a maximum of 18 cents a quart. 
The wholesale price is fixed at 101-2 
cents a quart, allowing the minimum 
price dealers to obtain a profit of 
112 cents on store sales. 

Milk prices have been unstable for 
a long time, and considerable diffi- 
culty was met in obtaining a price 
scale on which the various parties 
could agree. The new agreement was 
drawn as the result of a hearing held 
in — recently by federal offi- 
eials.
